emigration was 
dammed up, 
while hundreds of thousands of men 
returned home to fight. 
“The movement of peoples is not 
solely 
westward, 
however. 
Hun- 
<heds of 
thousands of 
Europeans, 
for one reason or another, returned 
from America to 
their homes each 
year. 
The war stopped his ebb, par­ 
ticularly 
for 
citizens 
of 
neutral 
countries. 
Multiply this annual em­ 
igration by four and you have a vast 
army waiting impatiently in America 
for an opportunity 
to 
go back to 
their homeland, from neutral coun­ 
tries over what they consider Amer­ 
ica’s rough-shod treatment of them 
in war times. 
This provides the in­ 
centive for many 
to 
return home. 
There is no doubt that many Bhiro- 
pean nations are considering legis­ 
lation for the restriction of emigra­ 
tion, hoping to keep their people at 
home. 
On the other hand, America 
and other lands 
of promise doubt­ 
lessly will instinctively put up bar­ 
riers, especially since they desire to 
protect the interests of their return­ 
ing soldiers. 
“ The peace congress should take 
up tho problems presented by this 
situation and work out comprehens­ 
ive plans from the standpoint of the 
world's interests.”

ing of Sunday moving picture shows 
before 2 o'clock 
in the 
afternoon, 
but when he received the bill, it did 
not include this restrictive feature 
and therefore he vetoed the measure. 
Senator Franklin M eG ray of Indi­ 
anapolis who was a member of the 
conference committee which had the 
bill 
in charge two 
years ago, 
ex ­ 
plained to the members of the sen­ 
ate that when the bill left the con­ 
ference committee it did not include 
a provision fo r censorship of films 
to be exhibited in Indiana on Sun­ 
day and th at it also prohibited the 
opening of t h e a t e r s before 2 p. rn, as 
forth by the governor in bis letter 
of transm ittal. 
Lieut. Gov, Bush stated for the in­ 
formation 
of the members 
of the 
senate that although the senate could 
not amend tile bill which was vetoed 
by the governor, it could either pass 
the bill over his veto or reject the 
bill and later act on a similar m eas­ 
ure which Mould c a rry the provisions 
demanded by the executive. 
Strong influence is being brought 
to bear on the legislators by church 
organizations to 
refuse to 
permit 
Sunday movies and it will result in 
one of the hot test fights of the s e s ­ 
sion, according to indicaions.

The order which governs the loc­ 
al company reads as follows I, 
“The federal court a t Indianapolis 
has granted a temporary injunction 
order restraining telephone compa­ 
nies in Indiana from putting into 
effect the new telephone rates fixed 
by the Postm aster General, while the 
postm aster general feels that the re- 
straining order does not affect any, 
except companies named in the or­ 
der, he will refrain from putting or­ 
der No. 2495 into effect until the 
m atter is 
finally adjudicated. 
In 
compliance with the instructions of 
the 
postmaster general 
you are, 
therefore, authorized to continue the 
old rates for long distance service 
over independent lines until advised 
to the contrary.” 
Local people are interested in the 
action taken by the 
Indiana state 
commission not only because of the 
new 
rates to 
points without 
the 
county, but especially because of the 
increase in the toll charge to Croth­ 
ersville. 
The state comimttee has 
ruled that the charge of five cents 
for a three-minute person to person 
call between Seymour and Crothers­ 
ville is adequate, while the Burleson 
order fixes 
the toll charge 
at ten 
cents. 
This would mean an increase 
of one hundred percent. 
It is expected that the hearing on 
the injunction will he held in the 
near future. 
The government has 
asked Judge Anderson to dismiss the 
petition of the Indiana eomimssion, 
setting forth seven reasons as fol­ 
lows : 
1. 
The bill of the Indiana public 
service commission is not within the 
jurisdiction of the district court of 
the United States because it doe 
not arise under the Constitution or 
laws of the United States and be­

citizenship or any other ground of 
justification is not present.”

The bill is not within the ju r­ 
isdiction of the United States court 
because 
it is 
again-t the 
United 
States to enjoin acts being done in 
the interest of tho national security 
and defense in time of war. 
3. 
The public service commission 
it without authority or capacity to 
maintain the action. 
4. 
The commission has no control 
over the telephone rates or systems 
in tilt1 possession and control of the 
United States, and no jurisdiction 
over the defendants, acting solely as 
agents of the United States in the 
operation of the telephone systems, 
because the state legislature has not 
given it such authority, or any auth­ 
ority whatever, over an agency of 
till? federal government. 
“This 
so.” says the brief, “even 
if it he assumed that the joint reso­ 
lution of the congress leaves it with 
in the 
power of the state 
to vest 
authority over intrastate rates in the 
commission, and even if it be a s­ 
sum ed that it i> within the power of 
the state 
to exercise such 
control 
over an agency of the federal gov 
eminent. 
5. 
The joint 
resolution of 
the 
congress 
confers the 
rate-making 
power on the President and his re 
presentatives, 
and the 
rates com­ 
plained of were made in the lawfu 
exercise of that power. 
G. 
If the joint resolution 
is to 
subserve 
the 
ends 
and 
purposes 
which the congress had in view, the 
proviso concerning 
police 
regula­ 
tions of the state must he given the 
narrow construction herein contend­ 
ed for vesting in the President com 
plete control over telephone rates. 
7. 
It is within tile war powers of 
the congress to vest the rate-making 
power 
in the 
President free from 
state interference for the duration 
of the war.
